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1 . This is response to the Amendment filed under RCE on 05/31/05. 

It appears that the resubmitted amendment on 6/30/05 is duplicated from the amendment filed on 
05/31/05. Therefore, the amendment filed on 5/31/05 (or 6/30/05) has been considered in this action. 

Applications' arguments have been considered and persuasive. Prior art of record, Biancheri, 
"EIHA?!?: Deploying Web and WAP Services Using XML Technology", ACM, March 2001 , remains the 
closest art of record. 

2. It should be noted that the Drawings submitted on 10/23/01 are accepted by Examiner for 
Examination purpose only. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

Prior art of record, Biancheri, discloses an EIHA architecture that includes generating an abstract 
notation file, such as DTD file containing meta-data. A user can edit to the identified components and 
input parameters in the DTD. The generated file by EIHA architecture is targeted to WML platform or 
HTML platform. The EIHA architecture lacks in disclosing transforming the description file based on said 
selected set of input parameters from abstract notation to platform notations, each one of said selected 
components being represented in one of said platform notations for executing said component on a 
platform of said selected platforms. 

As pointing out by Applicants that the Claims are directed to the generation of an entire multi-tier 
application from a single abstract notation file, and that the prior art of record (Biancheri) disclose the 
generation of only a user/client tier from an abstract notation file and does not disclose generating an 
entire multi-tier application, nor that the application has a predetermined combination of components 
selected from each tier (Remarks: P. 6, third and fourth paragraphs). 

Therefore, the following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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The cited prior arts taken alone or in combination fail to teach claimed invention as systems, 
methods, a program product, comprising at least features: 

"for transforming the description file based on said selected set of input parameters from abstract 
notation to platform notations, each one of said selected components being represented in one of said 
platform notations for executing said component on a platform of said selected platforms; wherein the 
deployment of the mufti-tier application facilitates communication of data between components deployed 
on neighboring tiers" as recited in independent Claim 1 and in such manners in independent Claims 4-6.
